Long Contest Likely. 

What promises to be a long drawn- 
out extradition contest will begin Sep- 
tember 17, the date set for Lamar’s 
appearance before the United States 
commissioner here. The warrant on 
which the arrest was made was issued 
by the federal court in New York, and 
had been brought here before only to

Millen, Ga., September 11.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Godbee’s statement on the stand, 
which lasted from 5 until 7 o'clock, 
was as follows: 

“My father died in 1886 at our home 
in Perkins, Ga. leaving nine children, 
of whom I was the eldest. I was then 
16. 

“He left as executors to his estate 
my uncle and cousin, who closed out 
his mercantile business. Mr. Godbee 
came to jook over the business and 
bought it. He met me and called on 
me constantly. On July 12, eat we 
were married. 

“It was but a few months later when 
he began trying to get hold of my 
father’s estate. He succeeded in gain- 
ing control of papa's plantations. My 
younger brother, Jake, and Judge God- 
bee had trouble over father’s property. 
There was constant friction between 
the two. 

“One day I found some letters of 
my mother’s inshis pocket. He had 
been elected postmaster of Perkins, 
and was serving in that position. I 
suspected he had stolen the letters, and 
askea him i! he had not. He choked 
me and slapped me and gave me a 
black eye. That was during 1888. 

“In June of that year my first child 
was born. 

‘My mother died in 1889. Follow- 
ing her death our married life grew 
still unhappier. He insisted upon be- 
ing made the administrator of my 
mother's property, finally gaining cén- 
trol of it. My brother Jake was then or- 
dered not to put his foot on the place. 
He also ordered others of my brothers

Judge Hammond's charge was not 
delivered until noon adjournment time.

Colonel F. H. Saffold, in plead- 
ingforcontinuance at theopening of 
court, told the court that he hed pre- 
pared an extraordinary defense, and 
that |t was decidedly unusual, and that 
in order to properly execute his plans, 
a continuance would be necessary. No 
intimation, though, was given of his 
line of attack. 

A bitter fight was made to postpone 
the case, a primary motive of which 
Was the intense sentiment that was 
prevalent. 

In filing nis motion, Colonel Saffold 
said that sentiment was In a high state 
because of the number of tragedies 
that have occurred recently in this 
county and because of the rumors that 
have floated about to the effect end. |

Another object of the motion was 
to show the court that C. S. Schnaff. a 
could not be _ obtained.

Belfeves Herself Innocent. 


“Mrs. Godbee,” stated Colonel Saf- 
fold, in discussing the motion, ‘does 
not believe she is guilty of any crime 
in the eyes of man and God, and that 
she will stand exonerated before the 
court.” 

Saffold also pleaded for continuance 
on the ground that the grand jury 
which indicted his client was illegal, 
and that {t wag no grand jury at all, 
in that the oath under which it had 
been organized was delivered by a 
man who was illegally occupying the 
office of solicitor.

Judge Admonishes Jury.

He said that the court should cen- 
sor all things out of regulated routine 
performed by the jury, and that in 
case any medicine or stimulant was 
taken by any member it should be 
ordered by the court.

“On the Sunday 
afternoon that they cgme back I was 
sitting on the porch swing on my front 
veranda. There were a number of 
guests present. Mr. Godbee drove by 
in his automobile with Mrs. Godbee, 
the third.

A recommendation for a full pardon 
for Dr. W. J. McNaughton, convicted 
of the murder of Fred Flanders and 
under sentence of death in the Chat- 
ham county jail, was sent to the gov- 
ernor by the prison commission yes- 
terday -morning. 

As to the matter of granting the 
condemned man a full pardon, the 
commission was divided. Two of the 
members, Chairman R. E. Davidson and 
E. L. Rainey, favored freedom, while 
Commissioner T. E. Patterson was of 
the opinion that there should be a 
commutation of the death sentence tu 
lite tmprisonment. 

Two lengthy opinions, that of the 
Majority of the commission recom- 
mending pardon and that of Judge 
Patterson advocating commutation of 
sentence, were submitted to the gov- 
ernor along with the record in the 
case, The law does not provide for a 
minority opinion, the decision of the 
majority being the decision of the 
commission, but Judge Patterson was 
a4nxious to acquaint the governor with 
his views of the case and his reasons 
for forming them. 


State Sharply Criticised. 


In recommending pardon, Commis- 
sioners Davidson and Rainey were 
Bharp in their criticism of the action 
of the state both in the conduct of the 
trial and in nolle prossing the case 


against Mrs. Fred Flanders, who was.) 


Jointly indicted with the condemned 
man. Among other things they say: 

“A careful examination of the evi- 
dence at the trial shows that the case 
as made was a weak one. The motive 
given as the basis of the crime hai 
surrounding it such facts as to make 
it unnatural, if not untrue. It is also 
noted that the prosecution, refused to 
allow the defendant to have presen: 
at the chemical analysis of the organs 
of the deceased a known chemist of 
‘ability that he might see that the 
analysis was a correct one.” ; 

As to the dismissal of the case 
against Mrs. Flanders, the commis- 
sioners say: 


“On the original trial of the case 
it was contended and charged that a 
conspiracy existed between Dr. Me- 
Naughton and Mrs. Flanders in order 
to further their alleged Illicit rela- 
tions, to kill Flanders, that Flanders 
had never been sick until he took med- 
{cine prescribed by McNaughton, and 
which was administered by Mrs. Flan- 
ders, and taken by Flanders with the 
knowledge on the part of his wife that 


it contained arsenic designed to kill 
her husband. 2 
“The prosecution, therefore, in ask- 


ing the release of Mrs. Flanders, the 
alleged co-conspirator of McNaughton, 
shows that they do not believe that a 
conspiracy existed, and, if not, then 
in this case there could have been no 
crime, and McNaughton could not have 
been guilty. If McNaughton is guilty 
ullty and \the 
prosecution, by {ts acts, admité the in- 
nocence of one and this commission be- 
lieves dn the innocence of the other.” 

The record in the case is a‘-very 
long one and {t will probably not .be 
possible for the governor, owing to 
the pressure of other business, to get 
to it for a week or more. 


A Hard Fought Case. 
Fred Flanders, a prominent farmer 


of Emanuel county. died under mys- 
terious circumstances in the spring of 


1910. Dr. W. J. McNaughton, the dead 
man’s family physician, and Mrs. 
Flanders, his wife, were jointly In- 


dicted for murder, it being maintained 
that there had been intimate relations 
between the two and that that fur- 
nished a motive for the commission of 
the crime. 

The case had been through all the 
courts, including the supreme court 
of the United States, before it reached 
the prison board. In every case the 
courts had refused to interfere with 
the verdict of the trial court and an 
extraordinary. motion recently made 
for a new trial on the ground of the 
discovery of new evidence was ‘also 
dented,

William Jay Gaynor was burn on 2

farm near Whitestown, N. Y.. in 1851. 
He had to help the family in {ts 
struggle for existence, and in this 


fight he had to take time for his own 
education. He graduated from the 
Whitestown seminary, went to Bos- 
ton to teach school and afterwards 
studied law in the office of Ward 
Hunt, of Utica, who later became a 
justice of the supreme court of New 
York. In 1873 young Gaynor went to 
Brooklyn and became a newspaper re- 
porter. Two years later he wus ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

From that moment until his death 
Gaynor had Hved in the midst of con- 
tinual political warfare. He 
tt with an attack upon the unlicensed 
saloons in Flatbush, a gection of 
Brooklyn, and wun. Ten years later 
he led a successful fight against the 
so-called McLaughlin ring in Brook- 
lyn. His battle against John Y. Mc- 
Kane. boss of Sheepshead Bay and 
Coney Island, attracted nation-wide 


attention. McKane died in Sing Sing. | 


Mr. Gaynor was elected a justice of 
the supreme court of New York in 
1893 on a nomination given him by 
tepublicang and independent demo- 
crats, was re-elected in 1907, but re- 
signed to accept the nomination of 
mayor of New York city, to which he 
was elected in November, 1909, 

His career aS mayor of New York 
bore the Inprint of his personality in 
Many striking Innovations. As he ex 
pressed it, “I never quarreled with the 
Organization leaders, because I was 
too busy. I simply went on andg did 
my work from day to day, and IT kept 
their hands out of the public treas- 
ury.” 

Mayor Gaynor was a writer of many 
letters and attracted national atten. 
tlon py these and his policies. Prior 
to the democratic national convention 


at Baltimore in June, 1912, the men- 
tion of his name was frequent in con- 
nection with the demucratic nomina- 
tlon for president. He did not have 
the support from the democratic or-

HOW FATHER PASSED

nor, son of the late mayor, sent the 
following message by wireless ty the 
Agsociated Press this evening: 

Rufus Gaynor, son of the late may- 
or, sent the following messuge via 
London to the Associated Press this 
evening:

THE THREE HUNDRED AT THERMOPYLAE. | 


Tennyson has sung, and worthily, . the 
“Noble Six Hundred” at Balaklava into fame,*> 
and efforts have been made by poets and 
historians to credit the valiant defense, a8 
they put {t, of the three hundred Greeks of 
the pass of Thermopylae against a Persian 
army, as an achievement to be compared 
with the greatest in the annals of war. 

It would appear, however," by a close 
scrutiny of history, that the pass was de- 
fended not—by 300, but by at least 7,000 
Greeks, or, according to some writers, 12,000. 
The 300 were the Spartan contingent, who 
showed no more bravery on that occasion 
than their companions in arms from other 
Greek states, although they were assigned 
the glory hy the historians of their city. 

Thermopylae !s a celebrated pass leading 
from Thessaly into Locris. It lay between 
Mount Oeta and an inaccessible morass, 
forming the edge of the Malic Gulf, At one 
end of\the pass, close to Anthela, the moun- 
tain approaches so close to the morass as 
to leave room for only a single carriage be- 
tween; this narrow entrance forms the west- 
ern gate of Thermopylae. - 

About a mile to the east the mountain 
again approaches close to the sea, near the 
Locrain town of Alpeni, thus forming the 
eastern gate of Thermopylae. The space be- 
tween these two gates was wider and more 
open, and was distinguished by its abundant 
flow of hot springs, which were sacred to 
Heracles; hence the name of the place. 

Thermopylae was the only pass by which 
an enemy could penetrate from northern 
into southern Greece: whence its great !m- 


pottance in Grecian history. The spot is 
thus described by Herodotus: “As for the 
entrance into Greece by Trachis, it is, at 


its narrowest point, about 50 feet wide. This, 
however, is not the place where the passage 
is most contracted: for it is still narrower 
a little above and a little below Ther- 
mopylae.”” 

Now as to the defense of the pass, the 
Greeks who at this spot awaited the coming 
of Xerxes, we are told by the same able 
historian, were the following: From Sparta, 
300 men-at-arms; from Arcadia, 1,000 Teg- 
eans and Mantineans; 120 Orchomenians

men; 


from other cities; from Corinth, 400 
from Philus, 200, and from Mycenae 80. Such 


was the number from: the. Peloponnese. — 


There were also present from Boetia 700 
Thesplans and 400 Thebans. © Besides these 


troops, the Locrians of Opus and. the, Pho= 


clans had obeyed the call of theit. country- 
men, and sent the former all the force they 
Jhad, and the latter 1,000 men. 


The various nations each had captains — 


of their own, so that Leonidas is not: enti- 
tled to the full glory. They 300 Spartans led 
the advance, {t is true, and with Leonidas 
at their head, for he had command of the 
entire army. This force was sent In ad- 
vance so that the sight of them might en= 
courage the allies to fight, and hinder them 
from going over to the Medes, as it was 


likely they might have done had they seen. 


Sparta backward. 


The Spartans would no doubt have’ been 
able to keep the Persians back by holding” 
had not Malis turned traitor and” 


this pass, 
conveyed to Xerxes the information regard- 
ing a pathway across the mountains by 


which he might steal Into the rear of the ~ 


post held by the Greeks, A thousand Pho= 
clans had been stationed on the mountain 
to guard this path, but they 
when the Persians came upon them in the 
early dawn, and they fled without a blow. 

When Leonidas learned that the 
across the mountain was open to the enemy, 
he knew that the defense of the pass was 
hopeless, and he ordered his allles to tre- 
treat while there was yet time. But he and 
his Spartans remained, thinking it “unseem- 
ly” to quit the post they had been espe- 
cially sent to guard, The Thesplans re- 
mained with them and the Thebans—known 
partisans at heart of the Persians—were 
forced to stay. The latter deserted when 
the enemy approached, but the Spartans 
and the Thespians fought and perished to 
the.last man. 

The 300 Spartans and.the 700 Thesplans 
—to both belong equally the credit for their 
bravery and their devotion to duty, but it 
would seem unfair to credit alone the Spar- 
tan 800 with all the glory of Thermopylae.

ON MANY CHILDREN 


Birmingham, England, September 11. 
Claiming it was difficult to find evi- 
dence of improvement commensurate 
with increase {n money spent for ed- 
ucation, Ernest E. Griffiths, profes- 
sor of philosophy at the University of 
Sovth Wales - and Monmouthshire, 
told the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science today that 
state aid and higher education should

“T refuse to emit any harangue or 
make any so-called statement in the 
matter of public spooning,” is Chief 
Beavers’ sum-up of Atlanta's kissing 
problem. 

Questioned Thursday es to his pres- 
ent attitude following the wave of 
Public sentiment that has washed up 
hectic comment’ on the part of many 
citizens against the arrest of innocent 
couples for spooning in public places, 
the chief of volice reiterated his well- 
known statement: I shall enforce the 
law regardless of comment or criti- 
cism.” : 

“So far as this thing of a’ vice 
squad is concerned, there {8 no such 
body of men under my direction. The 
appellation is a misnomer in itself. 
These plain clothes men were work- 
ing just as they are working now 
when Atlanta was reeking with vice. 

“I do not believe in petty arrests, 
nor do I sanction such work on the 
part of my plain clothes mén. But 
on the other hand when cases clearly 
displaying immorality are made, rost 
assured, I shall do my duty by the of- 
ficers who make them. 

“The morals of this city will be up- 
held by me so long as I shall be its 
chief of police. That is settled and 
not open to argument or persuasion,” 
concluded the city’s police head. 

Chief Beavers declared that no crit- 


icism of his methods or the methods 
of. his plain clothes men had reached 
his ears. | Instead, he asserted that 
nothing but commendation had been 
given him and the officers who have 
been seeking out cases of immorality. 

Touching directly upon the recent 
arrest of couples found spooning on 
the capitol steps, the chief would not 
}-make comment. . 

Chief of Detectives Lanford, when 
questioned regarding a split in policy 
between his division of the police 
force and that of the plain clothes 
squad, declared that there was no.such 
split on the matter of upholding the 
city's morals nor was there likely to 
be any. 

“With what few men I have it keeps 
thium and myself busy ,tracing down 
the larger crimes—those of violence, 
robbery and the like, If J had spare 
men, rest assured [ would loan them 
to Chief Beavers if he called upon me 
to assist him in the crusade now un- 
der so mych criticism.’ 

“When such a time comes that I 
cannot agree with Chief Beavers’ pol- 
icles in every way, that day I shall 
go to him and tell him so, and then 
resign my job," Lanford sharply com- 
mented. 

The usual activity marked the work 
of the vice squad on Thursday, all the 
members of the plain clothes’ corps 
reporting for duty on the night shift, 
seemingly at peace with themselves 
and their superiors.

“In the milk report, It was recommended 
that we bring to Atlanta a man of national 
reputation a8 an expert Sanitarian. Afterwards, 
we considered {t to the best interest of the 
dairymen, and also to the best [nterest of the 
movement, that this work should be undertaken 
by local experts, and the committee has re- 
celved the eupport, ald and co-operation of the 
Btate department of agriculture, 
tion of Hon. J. D: Price, commissioner. 

‘There are good dairies in Atlanta, as well 
as bad ones, but wa are determined that the 
bad dairies must go. On October 7 a pubile 
meeting will be held at Taft hall, at which ex- 
perts will lecture on th!« subject, and the lec- 
tures will be accompanied by stereopticon jllus- 
trations, showing actual conditions.
